REMARKS 


The Examiner indicated that claims 22-24 and 47-49 would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. The recitations of prior claims 21 and 22 have been incorporated into 
claim 1, rendering claims 1-20 and 25 allowable. The recitations of prior claims 1 and 21 
have been incorporated into claim 23, rendering claims 23-24 allowable. The recitations of 
prior claims 46 and 47 have been incorporated into claim 26, rendering claims 26-45 and 50 
allowable. The recitations of prior claims 26 and 46 have been incorporated into claim 48, 
rendering claims 48 and 49 allowable. Claims 21, 22, 46 and 47 have been cancelled without 
prejudice. All of the claims remaining in this application now being indicated as being 
allowable, this application is in condition for allowance. Such action is respectfully 
requested.
